Andrew Nikiforuk says dogmas drive education. The author 
_ argues kids need less navel-gazing and more focus.

TT" three R's: Reading, ‘riting 
and ‘rithmetic. The basics of 
our school curriculum merely skim 
the surface of concerns that author 
Andrew Nikiforuk has about our 
education system. 

It’s likely that Nikiforuk, a former 
teacher, would receive a slew of 
support for his arguments that the 
foundations of our schools are 
shaky. So creaky are the institu- 
tional I-beams, that parents and 
students alike have declared that 
they have had enough. 

In 1993, Statistics Canada report- 
ed that 18 per cent of Canadian 
teens decided to quit school. Even 
when kids decide to stick it out to 
graduation, the picture inside the 
classroom isn’t much brighter. 
School board Officials across the 
country admit that up to 30 per 
cent of students are learning disa- 
bled — twice the estimated national 
average. On a whim, a Toronto 
schoolteacher recently adminis- 
tered a 1932 elementary arithmetic 
test to his high schoo! students. 
Only 30 per cent of them scored a 
perfect 10. 

School safety has also become 
alarmingly suspect. A survey of 


abe 





Toronto schools stated that inci- 
dents of violence had increased by 
50 per cent. Two years ago, one in 
five Calgary students admitted car- 
rying some form of weapon for 
protection. In Edmonton last year, 
reports of gang wars and “race ri- 
ots” were rampant, stemming from 
a stabbing incident that occurred 
at Ross Sheppard Composite High 
School. 

During his three years as an 
education columnist for the Globe 
and Mail (the column was discon-

tinued last September), Nikiforuk 
received tons of phone calls and 
at least 1,000 letters a year from 
parents hysterical over the decay- 
ing condition of the education 
system. The correspondence 
ranged from concerns over illiter- 
acy and violence to questions 
about ambiguous concepts like 
whole language and child-centred 
education.

“It just became apparent that a 
guide was needed for parents to 
cut through the schooling jargon, 
said Nikiforuk, who was in town 
recently to promote his book 

But Learning is more than just a 
primer. Nikiforuk may explain is- 
sues and colloquialisms, which are 
arranged in alphabetical order 
(from “Absentee Parents” to “Year- 
Round Schooling”), but he can’t 
resist editorial jabs in the process. 

For example, he tears a strip off 
of child-centred education, a phi- 
losophy that eschews the 
old-fashioned didactic approach in 
favor of problem-solving exercises 
that suit the individual needs of the 
student. 

Although the laissez faire meth- 
od emphasizes process 
product, and has become the cor- 
nerstone of school systems across 
North America, Nikiforuk believes 
that the technique is one of many 
elements responsible for widen 
ing the learning gap between 
students with unequal abilities. He 
is also quick to point out that the 
John Dewey 
(‘the most important educational 
thinker since Plato”), was appalled 


over 


method's creator, 


at the results when the theory was 
put into practice. 

In fact, Nikiforuk believes that 
school administrators have their 
acms wrapped self-righteously 
around nebulous theories, many of 
them untested, to the point where 
childrens’ basic educational needs 
are no longer top priority. 

“Educators are driven by dogmas 
and philosophies,” he says, “not by 
what works. As long as educational 
systems are run by these people, 
schools will remain mini-fashion 
centres for bad innovations.” 

Nikiforuk has little regard for 
fostering self-esteem in the class- 
room, a theory praised by 
progressive educators as an instru- 
mental foundation for learning. 
According to their thinking, chil- 
dren can't learn unless they feel 
good about themselves first. If any- 
thing, says Nikiforuk, the 
touchie-feelie approach is more 
debilitating than helpful to the 
child. 

“It has been my experience as a

Bored to tears 


“When I go into the high schools, 
the primary complaint I hear from 
students is that they are not being 
challenged,” says Nikiforuk. “It's 
not interesting; they are bored to 
tears.” 

What can be done for a growing 
population of young people who 
are living under that boredom? 

“Plenty!” says Nikiforuk 

For openers, 
throw out all the progressive les- 
son plans. “The curriculum is so 
stupid, most dogs would avoid it if 
they could.” 

He also believes that kids are in 
“Part of the 
problem is that 12 years is too many 
End it by Grade Eight and give 
them choices they would like, like 
apprenticeship programs. They're. 
ready for it.” 

And it seems the world is also 
ready. For a change, that is. Niki- 
foruk predicts that the next 20 years 
will be rife with shifts away from 
public education toward more 
home schooling and charter sys- 
tems. Both avenues have boasted 
positive results, including higher 
student achievement test scores 
than their public counterparts. 

Nikiforuk also believes that uni- 
versities will also become obsolete 
(“It’s not an effective way to train 
or educate people.”), while more 
labor-intensive post-secondary in- 
stitutions will flourish.

Formula 1 racing fast and furious

Ithough our own Edmonton In- 
ternational Speedway is but a 
dim memory, the sport of auto rac- 
ing is enjoying its greatest period 
of popularity ever. Many Canadi- 
ans followed last year’s IndyCar 
season closely, as the names of Tra- 
cy, Goodyear and Villeneuve did us 
proud. The Winston Cup Champi- 
onship is arguably the biggest motor 
sports event on the continent, but 
personally, I like getting more out 
of racing than just watching skilled 
drivers in fast cars pushing their 
capabilities to the limit. That's why 
I follow F1. Make no mistake — for 
suspense, drama and intrigue, One 
Life To Live has got nothing on the 
off-track shenanigans of the World's 
Greatest Soap Opera — Formula 1 
In the way of spectacle, the 1994 
season alone provided more con- 
troversy and headline-making 
outrage than most of F1’s entire 
past combined. Among the most 
infamous moments of the '94 cam- 
paign was Fl’s darkest hour, the 
1994 San Marino Grand Prix in May, 
which claimed the lives of two driv- 
ers in the same weekend: Austrian 
newcomer Roland Ratzenberger 
and Brazil's legendary Ayrton Sen- 
na, who many people called the 
greatest driver ever (The Wayne 
Gretzky of motor sports. ifyou like) 
Two weeks later another Austrian, 
Karl Wendlinger, went offin Mona- 
co and spent the next six weeks in 
acoma 
At the German Grand Prix at 
Hockenheim in July, Benetton’s Jos 
Verstappen’s routine fuel stop be- 
came an unforgettable worldwide 
news highlight — when the pit crew 
removed the refueling hose, the valve 


failed to operate properly, spraying 
nearly 12 litres of fuel per second all 
over the back of the car. Within sec- 
onds, the car and crew disappeared 
inside a massive fireball, 30 feet in 
diameter. And the Japanese Grand 
Prix was memorable for even being

Rumours surrounded 
Schumacher’s entire season — he 
was disqualified once, suspended 
twice, had a victory (at Spa, Bel- 
gium) taken away from him, and 
was the centre of controversy and 
speculation when, during the last 
race (at Adelaide), Schumacher 
went out of control after he hit a 
wall, rolling into the path (and end- 
ing the race) of the only man who 
could still possibly catch him in the 
points... 

Damon Hill — Williams’ top driv- 
er made a stunning comeback 
during Schumacher's suspensions 
— in July, he trailed by 37 points;

Maio’s restaurant, II] Peperon- 
cino, is only a hole in the wall in 
the old Birk’s building, but it feels 
like a whole neighborhood in 
there. Walk into the narrow, 
steamy little room at lunchtime 
and you experience a weird sense 
of dislocation. 

What city it this? There are no 
jam packed little Italian lunch spots 
in downtown Edmonton. Step back 
and you will be on frigid, familiar 
104th Street again. But Peperonci- 
no's is no magic door into another 
dimension; the little world Maio 
has created in here is very real, and 
very carefully thought out. 

Narrow counters and high stools 
ring the walls. Every stool is taken, 
more people come in for take-out, 
and a few people just stand, eating 
the delicious food and talking to 
friends. Standing around to eatisn’t 
common, but Maio would like to 
‘see more of it. 

“In Italy anybody will stand to 
€at their lunch. We are what you 
calla fast food outlet, because there 
is no cover charge for your table- 
cloth and silverware. This is what 
the whole idea is based on.” 


MPTON 
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Maio is hoping that “people will 
make friends with each other here 
so that when they see each other 
they will be able to come in and 
just stand and chat with each other 
a few minutes.” It is easy to see this 
happening already in the camara- 
derie around the display counter 
People talk to one another about 
the choices, and Maio and her staff 
seem to radiate pride in the food. 

And why not? The food is very 
good. There are hearty, homemade 
soups, pasta and sauce, pizza, and 
panini. Panini are the standby of 
the Italian lunch place, crusty bun 
sandwiches filled, at Peperoncino, 
with such things as beef braised in 
red wine, aromatic pan-fried vege- 
tables, or roast pork stuffed with 
garlic and parsley.

Tremazzini is new in Italy and 
typifies what Maio has in mind for 
her restaurant. She wants to intro- 
duce as many new Italian ideas as 
possible 

Maio’s devotion to Italian cui- 
sine evolved out of a love of 
cooking, and a couple of years spent 
in Italy with her husband (late of 
the eponymous Sceppa, he now 
owns II Forno). Raised in Arizona, 
where she cooked for her family 
from the age of eight, Maio trained 
as a home economics teacher be- 
fore her passion for foreign foods 
swept her away 

“My excitement about foreign 
foods was always to be as authentic 
as possible with it, and then to creat- 
ed a setting of my own to present it.” 
She laughs heartily when she talks 
about her devotion to the restau- 
rant, with its 14 hour days. “I’m not 
in it for my health!

wenty years ago, a young man 
tides ed in Edmonton from Otta- 
wa to do a Masters degree at the 
University of Alberta. He expected 
to stay long enough to get his de- 
gree. He had no specific plans about 
what he'd do when he was finished 
During his two years at school, 
the seed of an idea began to take 
root in his mind about a theatre 
company that would produce only 
Canadian plays, and it would oper- 
ate (of all places) from Edmonton 
In 1978 Gerry Potter, 45, found- 
ed Workshop West Playwright’s 
Theatre with its mandate to foster 
the development and produce the 
plays of Canadian playwrights 


Leading centre 


In the 17 years since, his bud- 
ding idea has grown into one of 
the pillars of play development in 
Canada, launched the careers of 
some of € anada S most prominent 
actors, designers and playwrights 
and helped establish Edmonton as 
the leading centre of Canadian the- 
atrical activity outside of Toronto 

Last month, Potter resigned from 
his postition as the company ‘s artis- 
tic director 

When Potter first arrived in Ed- 
monton, he realized that it would 
take a long time to get any work in 
professional theatre, so it made sense 
to him to start something himself 

“During my time at school, I be 
came very attracted to the artistic 
community here in Edmonton. Peo- 


ple seemed to me to be more open 
to new things and new ideas.” 

So Potter, along with people like 
Frank Moher, Dennis Robinson 
and other interested parties set out 
to realize the then-daring idea of 
producing all-Canadian theatre sea- 
sons. Workshop West, Edmonton's 
fourth professional theatre compa- 
ny, was born. 

“At first we thought we'd do a lot 
of workshops and produce only the 
best plays that came out of them, 
but it quickly became obvious that

we had to do shows to attract fund- 
ing because play development 
wasn't supported well at all.” 

So they started producing plays 
In the first few years only one pl 
four was a new-play; the other three 
were good Canadian plays that had 
already been produced once. By 
198+, Potter and crew began to con- 
template their next step. 

"We started moving towards creat- 
ing a new play ensemble of designers, 
directors, and actors who were e 
cited about workir with 
playwrights’ new plays. We began 
exploring new ways of creating plays 
In my opinion, all of the good work 
that Workshop West has done eie<< 


is rooted in this concept. Not that 
its a new idea; a lot of great work 
has come out of ensembles. Shake- 
speare worked with an ensemble, 
and so did Moliére and Brecht." 

In the summer of 1985, they used 
a Canada Works grant to put togeth- 
er 2 "play-making ensemble." Five 
months later, the writers and ac- 
tors worked on 15 projects 

Some of those projects included 
their adaptation-of Henry Kreisel’s 
novel, The Rich Man, Frank Moher’s 
musical about John Ducey (Sliding 
For Home), and his satire of the 
Byfield manifesto (The Prairie Re- 
port). All were major hits. 

Other notorious seeds, Cecil and 
Cleopatra (which ran at the Cita- 
del in 1989) and Brad Fraser's 
international hit, Unidentified Hu- 
man Remains and the True Nature 
of Love, were also sown at Work- 
shop West.

hat sort of auteurs will be strut 

ting their stuff at this year’s 
Local Heroes International Film 
Festival next week? They will range 
from Oscar-winning directors to 
Gen-X, Tarantino wannabe video 
punks. As with every year, the fes- 
tiyal will be screening independent 
films from around the globe. It 
would take a person with superla- 
tive energy and enthusiasm to run 
and promote such an event. 

Few match the qualifications to 
call the shots as adeptly as Jan Mill- 
er, the festival's executive director 
(Titles? Schmitles! Just call me La 
Grand Fromage,” said Miller). 

Along with being the Big Cheese 
of Local Heroes, Miller also does 
triple-duty as a big block of ched- 
dar for The National Screen 
Institute and a tasty slice of Nor- 
wegian Jarlsburg for The Canadian 
Conference for the Arts (“Norwe- 
gian Jarlsburg... mmmmmmm!”). 

Normally, by the time you read 
this, LH would have already end- 
ed. In a break from tradition, the 
festival has been moved from frosty 
February to March. Miller correct- 
ed my bone- headed assumption 
that the date change was made to

“It was changed primarily because 
our dates were in conflict with a lot 
of American film festivals, and more 
and more of our guests wanted to 
attend them as well,” said Miller. “We 
also had to move it between the 
Oscars and the Geminis. It looks as if 
this will be the permanent date for 
Local Heroes. 

“However, when we held Local 
Heroes last year in minus-38 weath- 
er, it did encourage me to move 
the date up.” 


Jury duty 


Miller pulled jury duty at the 
Cork Film Festival this year. It was 
a golden opportunity to scout films 
for Local Heroes, and she did just 
at. Miller secured Streams (the

While 
the “Grand Prix” winner will be 
chosen by measuring audience ap- 
proval, all of the finalists will benefit 
from exposure, courtesy of a deal 
that Miller has worked out with the 
Mega Movie and Rogers video store 
chains. Up to 110 copies of The Best 
Of Local Exposure will be available 
for rental. 

Currently, there are no similar 
plans to boost the profile of the 
Declaration of Independents en- 
tries, which are also profiled at the 
festival. 

With that suggestion fermenting 
in her mind like Swiss, Millar said, 
“It's a damned good idea!

The other user-friendly event at 
Local Heroes is the On Demand 
Screening Room. where festival 
audiences can screen films and vid- 
eos both in and out of competition, 
LH will also host a series of Morn- 
ing Industry Workshops to fulfil the 
mandate of professional develop- 
ment, which this year has moved 
out of the Centennial Library The- 
atre into the Delta Centre Suite 
Hotel. 

“We liked the library, but we had 
just outgrown it,” said Miller 

One section of the festival that 
has survived with the growth of 
Local Heroes has been The Dra- 
ma Prize. The competition 
continues to grant scholarships 
for filmmakers to produce works 
that receive their world premiere 
at LH. One such film is the Bill 
Sorochan-penned The Back- 
ground, which marks production 
designer John Blackie's directo- 
rial debut. This adaptation of the 
H.H. Monroe short story of a man 
who has a piece of brie, er, work 
of art, tattooed on his back has 
this boy's palate awash with drool 
(Yum!

Ken Berry goes guerilla in flick

N= week, of 15 films Canadian 
films scheduled to play at the 
Delta Centre Suite Hotel during the 
Local Heroes Declaration of Inde- 
pendents sideshow, only one entry 
will be from Edmonton. That hon- 
or belongs to Ken Berry, whose 
Cafe Utopia offering was selected 
by Halifax filmmaker Lulu Keating 
and film critic Geoff Pevere to play 
at the event, which starts Mar. 12. 

The work has a morbid premise: 
a man who has been shot is in the 
proccess of bleeding to death in 
front of a nightspot called Cafe 
Utopia. While his distressed friend 
helplessly watches him die, uncon- 
nected conversations inside the cafe 
carry on, as does life itself. By the 
director's admission, Cafe Utopia 
is an abstract film. » 


Berry describes Cafe Utopia, 
which was shot at southside hang- 
out The Sugar Bowl, as “totally 
guerilla-fucking-cinema. We were 
given permission to shoot there for 
two nights between the hours of 
midnight and six a.m. We had to 
strike the shoot down each night 
so they could open the place at 
seven.” 

Guerilla-fucking-cinema? Wait! 
There’s more! 

“That was back in the tail end of 
1993, when the Trolls and Jr. Gone 
Wild were doing their shows at the 
Garneau. After the shows ended, 
Wes Borg, Neal Grahn and Cath- 
leen Rootsaert would leave out the 
back door and run over to the set.”

Suddenly, his entire life is under in- 
tense scrutiny, and judgements on him are 
passed instantly. A dinner with the charm- 
ing Julie (Agathe de la Fontaine) has every- 
one from a security guard to a gay couple 
urging his screen image to kiss her. A fight 
with his mother Aline (Dominique Michel) 
causes shouts of derision from her 
neighbors as he leaves her house.

But cinema verite ain't so vrai. One 
of the disadvantages of contstantly be- 
ing on camera is that thieves know when 
you aren’t home.

But now, Louis's life had damn 
well better be interesting 

A heartening thought for me is that 
my two favorite movies this year are 
Atom Egoyan’s Exotica and now Michel 
Poulet’s Louis 19, both Canadian. Not 
being much of a flag-waver, the best thing 
about titles my very short list is they 
didn’t need to be Canadian. These movies 
are world-class motion pictures, differing 
hugely in content, style and tone 

Director Michel Poulette is a Quebec 
native who served his aprenticeship in 
television, and so knows from whence he 
speaks in regard to media influence and 
power. Louis /9 is his fifth motion picture. 
It’s tight, hard, and funny 

It pokes a very sharp finger in the eye of 
every pretentious critic who's ever dared 
to open a misinformed mouth, causing a 
wound in need of careful attention; I've 
never had so much fun trying to lick my 
own eyebrow

THE POET AND THE INDIANS 
FICTION AND OTHER TRUTHS 
Metro Cinema

The Poet and the Indians tells the story of 
Duncan Campbell Scott, great Canadian 
poet, Deputy Superintendent General of 
Indian Affairs from 1913-1932, and propo- 
nent of cultural genocide, Hugely admired 
in his day, he is nowadays vilified for his 
draconian attempts to “assimilate” abo- 
riginal peoples into mainstream (i.e. white 
Christian Anglo-saxon) society. It is the 
split between a man of artistic thought 
and a man of bureaucracy that forms the 
crux of The Poet and the Indians. 

Rather than concentrating solely on 
his anti-native policies, The Poet and the 

















Indians begins with a straightforward bi- 
ography of Scott's life. He was a man of 
Victorian ideals: stoic, loving and compas- 
sionate towards his family, and intensely 
Christian. These led Scott to see aborigi- 
nals as a primitive, vanishing culture — 
and as they were “vanishing,” the only 
way to save them would be through 
erasing all facets of Indian culture. “We 
are Canada,” goes the theory. “Resist- 
ance is futile. You will be assimilated.” 

One of the best aspects of The Poet 
and the Indians is that it does not shy 
away from Scott’s admirable qualities. 
He truly was one of Canada's finest po- 
ets, and apart from the Indian Act was a 
sensitive, compassionate man. Highlight- 
ing his good side makes his dark side 
just that much darker 

Fiction and Other Truths also bios a great 
Canadian writer, but one that fought for 
freedoms instead of oppressing them. Its 
subject is Vancouver writer Jane Rule, 
whose novels have won both critical ac- 
claim and no small amount of contro- 
versy. 

An example is her support The Body 
Politic, a gay/lesbian journal. During the 
1980s, The Body Politic came under legal 
attack for an article on pedophilia, and 
Rule offered to write a column for as 
long as legal proceedings continued —a 
commitment that lasted half a decade. 
This kind of support continues to the 
present day: when Vancouver alterna- 
tive bookstore The Little Sisters had its 
shipments banned by customs, she testi- 
fied on the Sisters's behalf. 

Fiction and Other Truths is marred by 
the rather pretentious attitude that its 
interviewees (who include Rule and fel- 
low writer Margaret Atwood) display; 
they often talk as if people outside their 
little artistic community are intellectu- 
ally inferior. But it is rarely boring and is 
an intimate portrait of one of Canada's 
most controversial novelists. It makes 


clear that Rule’s lesbian nature — in- 
deed, anyone’s sexual orientation — is 
but one facet of her personality

THE BROWNING VERSION 
The Princess Theatre

Settle down, class. Today we are discuss- 
ing films. The setting isa strict boys’ school 
The scene takes place in a languages class 
The teacher is trying to instill a respect 
for the literary arts in his students by 
translating phrases in Latin 

Sound vaguely familiar? Keep in mind, 
the teacher is not Robin Williams, the 
Latin phrase is not “Carpe diem!” and it 
is the teacher who eventually learns the 
most profound lesson. The film in ques- 
tion is The Browning Version. It is an update 
of the 1951 film that won several kudos 
for Michael Redgrave and was based on 
the popular play written by Terence 
Rattigan in 1939. 

This incarnation of the film, directed 
by Mike Figgis, features multiple Oscar- 
nominated Albert Finney as the stoic 
school-master Andrew Crocker-Harris, 
Greta Scacchi as his unfaithful wife Laura, 
and Matthew Modine and Julian Sands as 
fellow masters. With Figgis’ credits di- 
recting the stylistic pieces Stormy Monday 
and Internal Affairs, added to the talents of 
cinematographer Jean Francois Robin (Betty 
Blue), editor Herve Schneid (Delicates- 
sen), and producer Ridley Scott (direc- 
tor of Alien and Thelma and Louise), a 
visual masterpiece could be expected. 

Indeed, the panaoramic wide-screen 
images are beautifully composed, often 
using an almost fish eye lens to encompass 
the grandeur of the 17th century boys’ 
school set. However, the film is domi- 
nated by the impressive performance of 
Finney. His tactic in portraying the re- 
strained disciplinarian Crocker-Harris was 
to hide emotion when it was most ex- 
pected, In doing so, he makes one hard- 
ass son of a bitch into an extremely 
sympathetic character. 

Compared to Finney, the remainder 
of the cast seem wasted. Scacchi does 
occasionally surprise, given that she is 
not playing the ice queen character, sh 
is'most often associated with. 

Now pay attention. This is a heart- 
wrenching film. It's powerfully: finale 
borders on sentimentality, but redeems 
itself through solid acting and filmmaking— 
In fact, Figgis avoids sentimentality almost 
as much as he avoids his usual stylistic 
flairs. Figgis, a one-time rocker who helped 
found Roxy Music, fully mines the rich 
transformation of Crocker-Harris from 
classical man to somewhat sensitive guy 
with only marginally concessions towards 
modernizing the story for the ‘90s 
(Perestroika is mentioned, like, once). 
So really, it's okay to cry at the end if 
you need to — because that’s what the 
film is really about. Class dismissed.

A few years ago, if you casually 
mentioned the Alberta Record- 
ing Association's 
acronym in a crowded room of 
musicians, you probably would 
have been beaten to a pulp within

seconds 

And then only after your maw 
resembled a bloody sine wave lit 
tered with uprooted bicuspids 
would you have had to explain the 
abundance of fleshless femurs rat- 
tling in ARIA's closet over the past 
10 years 

Most of the slings and arrows of 
contempt would have been aimed 
at the organization's annual flagship 
awards show, which at best has 
been labeled a tempestuous come- 
dy of errors by most pundits 
Replete with cheap sets and awk- 
ward presentations, almost all of 
ARIA's past ceremonies would not 
have been able to hold a candle to 
a car wax infomercial in terms of 
sheer entertainment value 


Gaffe-ridden awards 


And then there were the gaffe- 
ridden awards themselves. A few 
years ago, Innisfail’s legendary 
folk duo, Bourne and MacLeod, 
won national recognition with a 
Juno for their first album. A cou- 





ple of months earlier, they were 
upstaged at the ARIAs by Edmon- 
ton lounge singer P.J. McDonald, 
who also won another award fora 
parking lot jingle. On another 
occasion, soft-rockers Jenson In- 
terceptor had a group of the year 
award bestowed upon them— 
nearly 10 years after they were de- 
clared defunct 
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The Earthtones, who lead the ARIA nominations this year. 


There used to be a time when all 
you had to do was declare yourself 
an Edmonton-based country per- 
former and dub off a bunch of 
low-fidelity cassettes and presto! — 
you would have been in line for an 
ARIA award. That seemed to fit the 
agenda of an association once more 
hell-bent on twinning itself with the 
mediocrity of Nashyille than interest- 
ed in representing the eclecticism of 
abundant talent in this province. 

But no more, we're told. 

Last year’s awards show in Ed- 
monton apparently changed all 
that. Granted, the execution was 
still a clumsy cavalcade of self-con- 
gratulation, except that a whole 
slew of new musical ambassadors 
fumigated ARIA’s nasty nepotism 
tank and received their just des- 
serts. Led by the likes of Jann Arden, 
Feeding Like Butterflies, Great 
Western Orchestra, Cindy Church 
and Jr. Gone Wild, recipients es- 
tablished a new set of rules. 

And for a crusty curmudgeon like 
myself, jaded by those recurring 
flashes of embittered deja vu, I can't 
help but feel that this Sunday's 
awards show in Calgary might be a 








for the show is 10 per cent hype 
and 90 per cent damage control. In 
fact, it was his disgust over the lack 
of nominee representation south of 
Red Deer that compelled him to run 
for the ARIA board two years ago. 

This year’s nomination list con- 
tains only subtle hints of regional 
disparity. E-towners like Captain 
Tractor, Jessica Schoenberg, No- 
where Blossoms, Imagineers and 
Feeding Like Butterflies will be in 
contention with southerners like 
Jann Arden, Huevos Rancheros, 
George Fox, Red Autumn Fall and 
Ian Tyson for no less than 30 
awards. With the implementation of 
the Yukon and Northwest Territo- 
ries into ARIA’s geographic 
jurisdiction last year, performers 
Susan Aglukark and Tracy Riley 
comprise this year’s north of 60 
contingent. 

“If you look at the breakdown, 
55 per cent are from the south, and 


the rest are from the north, which 
fits our population base,” said Ol- 
iverio. 

Edmontonians might take issue 
with the fact that their fair city has 
virtually no representation in ARIA’s 
chief category, the people’s choice 
award.

The presentation will take place 
at the ninth annual ARIA Awards 
show this Sunday at the Jack Singer 
Hall in Calgary. 

Unlike previous recipients like

of his fame in the U.S. Although he
